When Ilia was wauled, Um 
Hint and sleel and Under wore produced, 
und Ihe Under being ignllcd by sparks 
precipitated from the steel by means of 
Um (lint, a match was touched to Ihe 
binning mass, and being llghled was tip.

lire Urns produced, the whole poccss oc- 
cupying Irorn five to fifteen minutes, ac- 
cording to the skill or luck of the opera- 
tor. This was attended with so much 
labor, and productive of the uso of so 
many naughty words on Ihe purl of Die 
person operating, that (Ires were gener- 
ally kept all nlghl.

l«y the chariictcr and condition ot the 
soil, requiring the exercise of judgment 
liy the owner; and it will be more or 
less modified by the dryness or wetness 
of the season, whiob he cannot know' In 
advance, and with which he must take 
bis chances. The time of applying Jlie 
manure will likpw'ise make some differ- 
ence. But as a general rulo, applicable 
under diforent conditions, tho beat way 
is to npi'ly the manure in autumn, spread 
Hwell over the grass, and. break It flue 
with a brush harrow ; or still ueltur, If 
practicable, spiead it. with u Kemp 
spreader. The rains in'autumn', winter 
and epriug will' curry nearly all • the 
st reiigth iuto^tue soil by;lhe,time tho sod 
is inverted in dpring*. The plbwing^ in 
this case, should be deferred as late as 
will lie conveniently practicable, provid- 
ed the corn can be planted -iixgood aeii: 
sun, as this delay will give some add), 
tional growth of the grass; the newly 
inverted sod will leave clean,and fresh 
soil to plant in, and there will bo lesa 
trouble from tho grass finding its way 
through from below. But the amount 
of spring work often requires curlier 
plowing, in which case the Acme must 
be freely used just before planting to 
make a clean and mellow bed of soil. 


We Dnd by measured experiment/ that 


a depth of plowing between 'five and six 
inches, gives n larger crop than when 
planted on inverted sod'qf seven 'inohca. 
This difference is'more oo'ruittouona on 
heavy soils.

Hod is frequently invented In autumn 
to lessen the amount'of work in tlie busy 
season of spring. There are two modes 
of treating sacli ground., '.One way ia to 
cioss-plow it in spring aud harrow It 
well before planting, out this requires 
more labor; afld'unless the lumps ol turf 
are well broken1 to piece's,'they will give 
some trouble'by being thrown "on the 
young corn plants in cultivating. On 
the whole, a better way is to omit the 
spring plowing and go overthe'inverted 
sod several times with the Acme or disc 
harrow, between the periods when the 
ground will llrst'bear the work and 
planting time. -A similar management 
most be adopted when tho sod is turned,; 
over early in spring. 
From our observations and experi- 
ments, we have found that by applying 
and spreading the manure in autumn, it 
produces at leaat double tho benellt 
obtained from it by giving application 
on the sod; and next to this is spreading 
in winter as it is manufactured and 
from the stable. If tho sod has boon 
plowed in autumn, itdoes well to spread 
the manure in -winter on this inverted 
sod, the rains washing its strength into 
the soil, although not so well as when 
spread upon grass in fall or winter. 


It will be observed that these different 
modes of treatment will bo more or leas 
varied with exlonml circumstances. A 
wet spring may delay early plowing; u 
heavy soil will require a greater amount 
of labor in harrowing than a light soil 
which is easily pulveri/.ed; but for the 
destruction of grass und weeds before 
planting, the burrowing will require 
more prompt attention on light luncls. 


The amount of the crop will scarcely 


vary with either of these modea If they 
are well performed so as to givo n cleun 
and mellow Held, the richness of the soil 
und its condition controlling the result. 
But with varying circumstances one muy 
prove superior to another, and a single 
trial may lend to wrong conclusions; 
and ouo farmer muy adopt one mode as 
best mid another tho reverse. 
The conclusions here presented lire the 


result of many years ot trial on boUi 
litfht and heavy soils.—Cmmlry Gentle-
